North America, whs ' killed by 
a professional guide in the Ad-1 
irondeck Mountains, the Con-1 
nervation Department disclosed 
yesterday. 

Robert Avery, a guide and 
hotel owner at Arietta, brought 
down the huge bruin with a 
single shot. Conservation offi 
cials. viewing the 662 pound 
dressed bulk of the animal 
said it was the largest black 
bear killed i-ince they had been 
keeping records. 

The animal measured one 
inch under six feet from top of 
no-e to tip of tail, officials 
►aid. It took Avery two day* 
to drag the carcass 4.6 mile* 
out of the wilderness. He re¬ 
ported feeing tracks made by 
even larget bears.
